A writer in a religious publication has been dealing with the 


question of the institutional -church, and, finding that this has 
beemmade a.success in many cities, thinks the time has ar- 
rived for throwing the churches 'of the small towns open for 
secular purposes. 


In this Conclusion he'is right, for the truth is that if a church 


building: is to be devoted to difl'erent'purposes anywhere it is 
in the small towns, where places for public assemblage are hot 
so abundant as they are in the cities. Some of the city churches 
have introduced lines of work which formerly were not con- 
sidered; to belong to the church, and if good has been accom- 
plished thereby it is well. But the fact is that the cities are well 
supplied with club rooms and halls for private and public gath- 
erings, and that there is not nearly so much reason or excuse 
for turning the city churches into places of general assemblage 
as there is for using the country churches in that manner. 


The writer referred to cites instances in which country 


churches have been opened to political meetings and for other 
secular purposes with good results, and there is no reason to 
doubt the truth of his statements. All familiar with life in the 
rural districts are aware that this has been done to a consid- 
erable extent for years, arid that the practice may well be con- 
tinued and increased. But in the cities there are halls, theaters 
and other places for public gatherings without limit, and con- 
sequently there would seem to be no reason why churches 
should be opened there for anything but religious work and 
such social activities as may properly go with it. 


In the small country town the church is in many cases the 


only building which' will accommodate an assembly of the 
citizens, and for this reason it may well be used for other than 
strictly religious work, though nothing should ever be admitted 
which would carry the atmosphere of desecration. 
But an 


orderly political meeting, or a meeting of any sort in the inter- 
est of the community should not be considered out of place in fc";"^d.,"..c™ncVllu*'ii'?"!'" "u'° 
the country church, and to the credit of the church it may be 
said there are many places where it is not. 


If there is a place in the world-where the "institutional" 


church should find an open field it is in the rural communities.

The number of medical si tide ills in this country is falling 


ofT, according to siatislics which sho.w that the total of grad- 
uates from the medical schools last June was 513 below that 
of last year. It has occurred to many observers that the num- 
ber of doctors in proportion to population has been increasing 
'rapidly in recent years, but the same is'true of most, of the pro- 
fessions. Perhaps in time there will come a movement "back 
to'the soil" as the result of necessity rather than sentiment.
